The Sundays of spring are sacred inside the 
cathedral of the woods. And this past Sunday, the first 
springy Sunday of the season, I found two wildlife 
reserves in the throes of this emerging spring, far off from 
the beaten path of Route 6 in Marion. 

Hello fellow nemophilists, and welcome to the 
third installment of Take a Hike! This time, we found 
ourselves far down Point Road, where a chorus of peepers 
sang love songs, and rows of budding daffodils lined the 
sides to the entrance to Peirson Woods - a place bursting 
with the momentum of the awakening life force. 

Greeting me was my first butterfly of the season, 
and judging by the way it fluttered around me, I was its 
first human of the season. I was definitely smitten with 
this property right from the start. 

The Sippican Lands Trust does a superb job 
marking their trailheads and paths and maintaining 
the trails in very good condition. Each bend in the path 
seemed thoughtfully plotted out, and it makes you feel

like you belong there - not at all like a trespasser. 

The loop is not a long hike, but it is a satisfying 
one. There is a lot of beauty to take in. The trail opens 
up at the sea and offers a fantastic vista of the water and 
marsh. There is a wooden observation deck you can climb 
for a better view, which you should do just because it is 
there. There is a sturdy picnic table beside a boulder with 
a plaque paying homage to a beloved local woman - a 
peaceful spot to stop along the way and watch the Red- 
tailed Hawks circling above the trees. 

The second leg of the hike had me brushing up 
against the undergrowth, reminding me that it is indeed 
tick season and from now on insect repellant is essential. 

Since we were already on Point Road, why not 
head farther down and visit the small, but splendid, 
Howland Marsh? There is no off-street parking and it is 
easy to drive by it, so keep an eye out for the small white 
sign on the right. 

After a short woodland walk, the landscape 
changes and there is a wall of reeds and a narrow raised 
wooden walkway that takes you to the marsh where the 
presence of a healthy osprey population is evident from 
every direction. You could walk all the way to the edge of 
the water, but there are some swampy patches that could 
be hiding beneath the carpet of reeds. 

There is a letterbox hidden in a tree stump on the 
property that you can find without too much effort, if you 
are into letterboxing or geocaching. 

Tri-Town has a lot to offer suburban forest freaks 
like us who need to bathe themselves in the peaceful 
beauty of the woods to restore their reserves every now

Selectmen Attend to the Mundane 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Jean Perry 

Sometimes selectmen have to hold small 
meetings to address the small details of running a town, 
like on April 7 when a relatively full-looking agenda 
produced less than 20 minutes of meeting time. 

The Rochester Board of Selectmen referred to 
the Planning Board its amendment of a proposed by-law 
pertaining to the flood plain districts in town that will 
appear on the May 19 Annual Town Meeting warrant. 

Chairman Naida Parker commented that the by- 
law failed to receive Town Meeting approval during the 
fall, and Parker emphasized that Town Meeting members 
should accept the by-law as presented because it would 
save residents money on flood insurance rates. 

Then the board approved a new town employee 
group health insurance policy that Town Administrator 
Richard LaCamera said brings Rochester into compliance 
with state and federal health insurance guidelines. 

During his town administrator's report, 
LaCamera asked selectmen if there were any further

items, in addition to the ORCTV contract and the ORR 
cyber theft matter, that they want added to the Joint 
Boards of Selectmen meeting on April 10. No other 
business was recommended for inclusion on the agenda. 

LaCamera said so far only reserve fund transfers 
will be featured on the May 19 Special Town Meeting, and 
the warrant should be ready for the selectmen to view at 
the April 21 meeting. 

As for the fiscal year 2015 budget, Old Colony 
recently passed their budget with Rochester's assessment 
totaling $800,695. 

"There's no millions in it," said Parker 
sarcastically. 

"Not yet/ 7 replied Selectman Richard Nunes with 
cynicism. 

ORR has passed their budget as well, and the 
Rochester School Committee approved their FY15 budget 
during their last meeting. 

"We're getting to the end of it," said LaCamera 
about budget season winding down. "We're pretty much 
'there 7 now."

people to see the trophy and have their picture taken with 
it, it also presented some challenges in terms of traffic and 
crowd control.

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department building repairs - $40,000; (14) library 
generator - $50,000; (15) fire department station vehicle - 
$36,000; (16) highway department utility vehicle - $50,000; 
(17) new math curriculum - $49,000; and (18) new police 
cruiser - $32,500. Enterprise businesses will be processed 
independently from this group of capital needs. 

Capital Planning will meet with Financial 
Committee on Wednesday, April 9 to review the plan in 
line-by-line detail and develop the final submissions for 
the town meeting warrant. Gagne praised the tireless 
work of the committee saying, ". . .back in October when 
Standard and Poor were here they were impressed with 
the town's Capital Planning . . . having a 10-year plan ... it 
is a credit to you and that you serve so well/ 7 

MattSail' s prime-movers were last to meet with 
the selectmen. They gave a three-part presentation. First, 
John Mello gave an overview of the program features and 
the number of people served by the program annually 
(approximately 80 per year). Bob Goguen gave a review 
of their current financial and charity status highlighting 
the limitations of funds. And then Pat Donoghue put a 
fine point to it all, saying that the group hoped the town 
would continue support in the form of free use of the 
beach house. After some discussion, it was decided that 
MattSail would attempt to partner with the Recreation 
Department to determine if a full-day program between 
these two groups could be developed with the possibility 
of offering a few sailing slots to youths who otherwise 
would not have an opportunity to participate in the 
program. While there are a few scholarships available 
through MattSail, Gagne said there were other families 
who might also be served. Further conversations will 
ensue between the two organizations. 

Gagne rounded out the evening with a very brief 
report saying that audio difficulties with the in-house 
transmissions will be reviewed with service providers 
to try and fix the poor quality of the audio from town 
hall meetings. He also said that the Tri-Town selectmen's 
meeting is set for Thursday, April 10 at 7:00 pm at the 
media center at ORRHS. At that time, he said that the 
selectmen will be discussing the recent disclosure of 
electronic hacking and theft, what protocols might be

"I Demand a Public Hearing!" 

Mattapoisett Planning Board 
By Marilou Newell 
On the agenda for the April 7 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Planning Board was Attorney John Williams, 
representing Brandt Island Realty Trust, regarding 
a requested amendment to the special residential 
development permit for 'Brandt Point Village/ As 
Williams had explained during the last meeting of 
the board and again on this evening, the market for 
three-bedroom homes versus two-bedroom homes was 
stronger. Therefore, the developer is seeking to amend 
their plans to increase the number of three-bedroom 
single-family homes that in turn would increase the total 
number of bedrooms in this cluster housing development. 
At the earlier meeting, Williams described in detail the 
high-tech septic system now planned for the project. With 
this system, he felt the increased number of bedrooms 
would be handled by a system that could handle 15,000 
gallons of water treatment per day versus the older style 
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system that could only handle 10,000. Noting that the 
developer, and not the town, had put limitations on the 
bedroom count, Williams now urged the board to make 
the amendment so that the DEP could then be engaged 
for review of the updated septic plan. However, the board 
members were not easily moved to do so. 

Board member Karen Fields questioned the 
increased traffic volume more people in the development 
would bring. Member John Mathieu referenced a traffic 
study for the proposed project from six years earlier. 
The study didn't differentiate the number of bedrooms 
in each home; it just recognized that the total number of 
homes was set at 41 units. Fields said that since the plan 
was changing, the impact on the neighborhood would 
also change, which would require due diligence in the 
form of a new public hearing. Williams felt that the board 
was taking an approach that limited growth in the town 
and went so far as to say that Mattapoisett was a "dying 
community/ 7 

When Chairman Tom Tucker opened questions 
up to the public, Paul Osenkowski, a resident in the beach 
community, declared, "I demand a public hearing!" He 
said he was totally against this unless all the people in 
Brandt Island were made aware of the change and given 
an opportunity to voice their opinions. In a sidebar 
comment to this reporter, he said that the increase in 
wastewater, even if treated and purified, was more than 
the saturated beach geography could handle.

The board voted to hold a public meeting. 

Also coming before the board was Brad Saunders 
representing the Bay Club. He said that three separate 
issues have arisen over time that impact the type of 
residential development allowed on the property. 
Saunders asked the board to consider: (1) Bay Club 
Holding desires to diversify the type of homes allowed 
in the development in an effort to appeal to another 
economic demographic. These homes would be smaller 
and /or duplexes (with zero lot lines and common walls); 
(2) Some lots are in the general business district, and they 
request that the board allow those spaces to be included 
in any open-space requirements in the future; and (3) 
Since the 1.5 acre parcel set aside for a water tower is still 
owned by the town and zoned light industry they request 
that the designation be changed to allow the industrially 
zoned space as open space for any future development 
requirements for cluster housing. Chairman Tucker told 
Saunders that a public hearing on all of this would be 
required. 

The other business taken up by the board was 
their ongoing work on by-law modifications for spring 
town meeting. A public hearing on the by-laws they have 
completed so far will take place on April 23 and April 30 
at 7:00 pm in the conference room at Town Hall. 

Member Ron Merlo asked the other board 
members to consider writing new by-laws for solar 
farms in light of recent developer requests for another 
commercial solar farm in Mattapoisett. He also read 
into the minutes a letter received from Peter Wolski of 4 
Crystal Spring Road requesting that the board review the 
'priority protected 7 status of the woodlands as part of the 
watershed area. Wolski further noted that in 2008, the area 
proposed for deforestation for the solar project contained 
a wellhead for public drinking water. Wolski also pointed 
out that government mapping in 2013 failed to show 
these protected areas and urged the board to review these 
matters. In closing, he wrote that cutting down the forest 
did not benefit the town. 

The board decided to review the recently 
published solar by-laws from Marion and those from 
Rochester to help them develop language to present to

handling operations, and modifying the pavement limits 
in the area of the building expansion for traffic to travel 
around the building. 

The board chitchatted a bit about the project 
status with Greg Wirsen of Green Environmental 
Engineering. He asked Chairman Arnold Johnson, "So, 
how's the view from [Route] 495?" 

Wirsen said thousands of yards of concrete have 
already been poured and some parts of the old structure 
have not yet been demolished. 

Board Member Gary Florindo said he had 
recently visited the site himself and "it looked like a war 
zone." 

Needing a super-majority for the motion to pass, 
Wirsen took a gamble with only five members present, 
the sixth being the absent Michael Murphy. The motion 
passed, but not without Board Member Bendrix Bailey 
first objecting to the motion just to see what Wirsen 7 s face 
would look like. 

The board also discussed the flood plain by- 
law amendment headed for the Annual Town Meeting 
warrant on May 19, but took no action on the matter. 

Bailey expressed his disapproval of the FEMA 
flood maps, saying his own house was erroneously 
designated as being located within a flood zone. He 
specified that the FEMA map had his house marked 
at level with Snipatuit Pond, and he says his house is 
elevated 23 feet. 

"The more I look into this, the more I see there are 
errors in the map," said Bailey. "My house that is not in a 
flood plain is underwater on the FEMA map." 

Bailey said he would not vote to recommend the 
Town's by-law to Town Meeting, and he vowed to oppose 
it on the Town Meeting floor. 

"We're really being bullied by a big government

organization/ 7 said Bailey. He said he would no longer 
be able to build an addition onto his house without a 
special permit because of the map. "Their map is wrong/ 7 
he stated. He said he would not support the by-law until 
FEMA corrected its maps. He also said his neighbors are 
affected and, quite possibly other mistakes were made 
throughout the state. 

After some discussion over the details of 
the by-law, Johnson suggested the board speak 
with Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon for more 
information. 

The board continued the hearing for a request 
to rescind a Form C Subdivision Approval for King's 
Highway until May 13 in order to straighten out a 
discrepancy between the assessor's information and the 
plan previously approved by the board back in 2006. 

The applicant's representative said two existing 
buildings stand on one lot, according to the assessor; 
however, the chairman said the assessor was wrong and 
the plan reflects the two buildings each stand on two 
separate lots. 

"We can only go by what we have approved/' 
said Johnson. "As far as this board is concerned, it's 
sitting on two separate lots." 

In other business, the board talked about the 
Limited Commercial District amendment, although 
Johnson stated that the matter would not make it in time 
for either of the May 19 town meetings. 

By the end of the discussion, board members 
agreed that language within the by-law should be 
changed to reflect the removal of the height restriction for 
buildings in order to address the plans on a case-by-case 
basis. 

Johnson said it would be best to grant permits 
based on how the building would harmonize with other

buildings in the area and keep with the character of the 
neighborhood. 

The board also received a letter from the attorney 
general's office informing the Town that a 2011 by-law 
passed by Town Meeting was rejected because of a clerical 
error in the delivery of notification for a hearing.

A public hearing was held at the Marion ZBA 
meeting on Thursday evening on the application of 
Christine and Mark Fantoni for a variance to allow the 
extension and alteration of a pre-existing, non-conforming 
structure in order to construct proposed additions and 
porches. The Fantonis also requested a Special Permit 
to allow the extension and alteration of a pre-existing, 
non-conforming structure in order to construct proposed 
additions and porches as well as a reduction of front and 
side yard setbacks. 

The property is located at 64 Allen Street. The 
board discussed the two issues and denied the variance 
which involved a wrap-around porch on the west side 
of the house.

building repairs - $40,000; (14) library generator - $50,000; 
(15) fire department station vehicle - $36,000; (16) highway 
department utility vehicle - $50,000; (17) new math 
curriculum - $49,000; and (18) new police cruiser - $32,500. 

On Tuesday, April 8, the list will be presented to 
the Board of Selectmen. The following evening, the Finance 
Committee will take on the task of fine-tuning this list and 
putting the finishing touches on the exact dollar amounts 
voters will be asked to approve at the spring town meeting. 

Of those items that may not make the cut during 
town meeting, the Finance Committee can bring them back 
if funds become available and present them at the fall town 
meeting for voters 7 consideration, said Chairman Chuck 
McCullough. 

Enterprise businesses such as the water and sewer 
departments will be reviewed independently from other 
departmental requests. The water department requests 
are: #2 well refurbishment phase 2 - $1,400,000; Marion 
Road water main rehabilitation - $315,000; new water 
meters - $250,000; and partial payment for new truck - 
$17,500. The sewer department is requesting: grinder pump 
repair - $30,000; additional sewer capacity from Fairhaven 
- $250,000; 50% towards a new truck - $17,500; and North 
Street up to and including Industrial Drive sewer tie-in - 
$2,600,000. 

"This is the longest list we've ever had. . ."stated 
McCullough. And their work isn't done. He said that in a 
couple of weeks the committee will begin defining the ten- 
year capital planning spreadsheets. 

Solar By-Law Clarification Causes Stir 

Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board had a lengthy 
discussion regarding the Zoning By-Law, Table of 
Principal Use Regulations - Solar at their meeting on 
Monday evening. Building Commissioner Scott Shippee 
also attended the meeting, as well as Marion Energy 
Management Committee members Bill Saltonstall, Jennifer 
Francis and dual board member Norm Hills. 

What appeared to be a clarification of the Table of 
Principal Uses (similar to a Table of Contents) in the Solar 
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By-Law opened a heated discussion on possible changes 
to the wording of the by-law, which passed at fall town 
meeting in 2013. 

EMC member Bill Saltonstall spoke and said that 
the EMC came up with the by-law because they knew 
the town needed one and the planning board was not 
addressing the issue. "We knew it needed to be done and 
so we did it," said Saltonstall. 

Both the planning board and the EMC worked 
on the proposed by-law for over a year before it was 
presented to the town at town meeting where it passed. 

"There is nothing in the by-law that is being 
changed; we are just clarifying a line in the table [of 
contents] and we never imagined that it would turn into a 
discussion of this magnitude," said EMC member Jennifer 
Francis. 

Some planning board members questioned 
whether the submission process of the by-law to the 
planning board and board of selectmen in the first place 
was procedurally followed. The by-law was reviewed and 
approved by Town Counsel Jon Whitten and placed on 
the town meeting warrant. 

At their Special Planning Board meeting held on 
March 25, the Planning Board voted on an article to be 
placed on the warrant for spring town meeting to amend 
Section 4.2 of the zoning by-law to clarify the Table of 
Principal Uses to make it easier for residents and other 
interested parties to find what they are looking for within 
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Happy Easter!

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the many pages of the Solar By-Law. The Special Planning 
Board meeting was held because the warrant was closing 
within a few days. 

At that March 25 meeting, member Ted North 
presented a revised version of the Table of Principal Uses 
with a chart outlining which type of solar system was 
permitted within the various zoning districts in town. 

At the March 25 meeting, the board voted to 
present two Tables of Principal Uses to the public at town 
meeting - the one published in the meeting notice and 
the one presented by Ted North. It was unclear if the two 
amendments would be combined in one warrant article. 

At this past Monday's meeting, Saltonstall 
addressed the revised Table of Principal Use Regulations 
- Solar proposed by Planning Board member Ted North 
and said that the EMC had multiple comments on his 
proposal. Chairman Pat McArdle asked the EMC to send 
their comments to her for distribution and discussion by 
members of the planning board at a future meeting. 

"Our intent is for the current solar by-law that we 
passed stay as is without any confusion being created/ 7 
said Saltonstall. 

A public hearing on this issue is scheduled for 
April 22 at 5:30 pm at the Marion Town House. 

In other business, the planning board is now 
receiving applications for the position of Part-Time 
Planner. Applications are due by April 14. At that time, a 
planning board subcommittee will open and review the 
submissions. 

Terri Santos, planning board secretary, is working 
on the web site to make improvements. Member Norm 
Hills presented a list of considerations for the site and 
board members discussed his proposed improvements. 

The board decided to make no comments to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals regarding appeal issues at 54 
South Street and 41 Dexter Road. 

FinCom Continues to Build 2015 Budget 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

As the town nears its spring Town Meeting, 
Mattapoisett 7 s Finance Committee is closing in on the 
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2015 budget. During their April 2 meeting, committee 
members received a special visit from Bonnie DeSousa 
of the Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike Path and Steve 
Kelleher, Chairman of the Bike Path Committee. They also 
reviewed those areas of the budget directly managed by 
Town Administrator Michael Gagne. 

The two hard-driving advocates for the 
Mattapoisett Bike Path met with committee members to 
outline their successes thus far and to discuss the fast- 
approaching deadline to complete mandated 'to do 7 items. 
Gagne noted that because of DeSousa 7 s and Kelleher ' s 
hard work, arduous and complicated documentation and 
state requirements have been handled. 

". . .the amount of effort these two people have 
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Easter 
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put towards this project is phenomenal../ 7 Gagne stated. 

Gagne went on to say how lucky Mattapoisett 
was to have these individuals spearheading this 
massively time-consuming project. Kelleher has been at it 
for nearly 15 years. 

During that time, many state and local 
departments, environmental agencies, and layered 
requirements have changed. Thus, it has been all the more 
difficult to get things done. 

However, after recently completing rounds of 
meetings with as many as 20 agencies, DeSousa and 
Kelleher have finally been able to rein in solid information 
to present to the Finance Committee on what exactly is 
needed and when. 

First and foremost, the Town of Mattapoisett 
needs to pony up approximately $110,000 to complete the 
design work for the bike path segment from Mattapoisett 
Neck Road to Depot Street. They said that CPA is 
earmarking $39,000 of that sum for the design work, but 
the balance will have to come from the town coffers. This 
design work must be completed, or state funding will 
not be made available to Mattapoisett. Should voters fail 
to accept this request, the project is likely to stall as is for 
many years to come. 

"Time is of the essence/ 7 DeSousa said. The 
window to secure state funds closes May 15, and right 
now Mattapoisett is in the catbird seat. 

Of the 1,000 miles of proposed bike path in the 
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state, 20 of the top 100 priority miles situated along the 
south coast bike way are in Mattapoisett. However, in 
order to secure state funds that are ready to flow into 
town, a design for this next phase must be submitted. 
DeSousa and Kelleher are ready, but they need the cash to 
finish this stage of work. 

"We need to go to town meeting with an end 
date/ 7 DeSousa said, sharing that if everything falls into 
place, construction could begin in the fall of 2015. They 
told the committee that when everything is said and done, 
the fully completed bike path will cost nearly $3 million - 
a sum gathered from state, local, and fundraising sources. 
The requested funds will be part of a special town 
meeting warrant. 

In other business, Gagne reviewed specific 
sections of the working budget model. Those sections 
with their estimated figures were: debt exclusion - 
$1,331,953; cherry sheet - $1,140,446; fund transfers - 
$670,777; and local receipts - $1,548,720. In the category 
of local receipts, motor vehicle excise taxes come in at a 
whopping $825,000, followed by licenses and permits at

$290,000. 

A deeper dive into the budget found modest 
salary increases possible for part-time departmental 
clerical staff. Gagne also directed the committee's 
attention to the need for a budget increase to offset 
increases in water usage from restroom facilities at 
Ned's Point, town beach and the wharves. He is also 
seeking additional conservative funds for improvements 
needed for accessibility to the bathhouse on town beach. 
Total town government general expenses are expected 
to increase $33,029 from the estimated 2014 total of 
$1,233,792. Again, this is a work in progress and requires 
additional fine-tuning before it is presented to the 
selectmen on April 16. 

On April 9 at 6:30 pm, the Mattapoisett 
Finance Committee will meet with CPA Chairman 
John DeCosta, Water Department Superintendent Nick 
Nicholson, Capital Planning Committee Chairman Chuck 
McCullough, and Police Chief Mary Lyons. Chief Lyons 
is returning to respond to and clarify some issues raised 
during a previous session with the Finance Committee. 

RSC Approves Budget, Bids Farewell to Chairman 

Rochester School Committee

Budget business is finally over, ending with the 
School Committee's approval of the $5,672,343 fiscal 
year 2015 budget, up $121,000 from last year. The school 
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budget, which is up a mere 1.53% from FY14, is now in 
the hands of voters at Town Meeting. 

To balance the budget, Rochester Memorial 
School will see one less fourth grade teacher and one 
less reading teacher next year, along with a reduction in 
social worker services, dropping from a lfte (full-time 
equivalent) to a .8fte. Also reflected in the budget is a drop 
in paraprofessional staffing due to a change in students 7 
needs, according to Superintendent Doug White. 

"We value the contribution of everyone who is 
affected by this budget," said Assistant Superintendent 
Dr. Elise Frangos. 

"It's a not-pleasant part of this job," said 
Chairman Michelle Cusolito, "to know so many people 
face an impact because of this budget." 

Also during the meeting, the committee 
recognized the achievement of two groups of students 
who last month made it to the state level of the 
Destination Imagination competition held in Worcester 
after winning at the regional competition in South 
Yarmouth. 

"They made us proud. They represented our 
school really well," said Cusolito. She acknowledged 
School Committee Member Tina Rood's role in the DI 
program at RMS saying, without Rood, the DI program 
would not be possible. 

"Well, it's a team effort," said Rood. "It's a real 
team effort." 
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It was Cusolito' s last meeting as a School 
Committee Member, and the rest of the committee 
honored Cusolito with two book donations to the 
Rochester Memorial School Library in her name. 

School Committee Member Sharon Hartley shed 
a few tears after dedicating the two books in Cusolito 7 s 
name, and thanked her for her three years of 'Very 
serious dedication/ 7 

"It's some of the extra noise that I just don't have 
space for in my life," said Cusolito. Earlier she spoke, "If 
this were all I had to do, then I would still be doing this 
job." 

Before adjourning, the committee approved this 
year's READS Collaborative agreement, and approved 
the three-year bus transportation bid, but not without 
commenting on certain committee members' issues with 
some of the bus routes. 

Cusolito questioned why her children, who are 
the first students picked up, are the last to be dropped off 
at the end of the day. She questioned why the route was 
reversed, stating that her kids spend over 40 minutes a 
day sitting on a bus. "What is the logic?" she asked. 

Hartley said they need to take a good look at 
some of the bus stops throughout town. She said she 
has witnessed busses stopping "every ten feet" for 
kids, adding that it is a waste of time and resources. 
She mentioned Snipatuit Pond Estates and Old Orchard 
Estates, specifically. 



White stated that safety always comes first, but he 
will address the committee's valid concerns. 

There was a short discussion on creating a few 
school choice slots at RMS, but no action was taken. 

The committee accepted a $3,000 donation 
from the Tri-Town League of Women Voters for a sixth- 
grade water stewardship program to begin next year. 
Students will listen to guest speakers and study water 
consumption, pollution, and collect data to learn more 
about the subject. 

The paraprofessional contract was approved after 
the committee discussed a change in language within the 
contract and compensation in an executive session held 
before the open meeting. 

The next Rochester School Committee meeting is 
scheduled for May 1 at 6:30 pm at Town Hall. 

Good Friday Backlash and Lunch Concerns 

Marion School Committee

Criticism over the decision to eliminate 
Good Friday as a holiday may prompt Marion School 
Committee members to ask the Joint School Committee to 
revisit the matter and rescind the vote. 

Marion and Joint School Committee Member 
Christine Winters asked Superintendent Doug White on 
April 2 if a committee has ever gone back on a vote in 
the past, vocalizing her opposition to the decision and 
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clarifying that she voted against the change. 

"I know by law that you, as a district, can set your 
own policy/ 7 said White. He mentioned that someone in 
the minority could ask for reconsideration on a matter, 
but he said he needed to check the committee by-laws. 

"I'm personally disappointed in how it was 
handled/ 7 said Winters. She thought the committee did 
not seek feedback from the public nor was adequate time 
provided for discussion. 

Vice Chairman Jay Pateakos, also a Joint 
Committee Member, said he would have voted against 
the change if he had attended the meeting. 

"There's been a lot of mumblings around the 
three towns/ 7 said Pateakos about the Good Friday 
change. "It came from Rochester/ 7 he stated. 

Chairman Joseph Scott said that during his seven 
years on the committee, the school calendar never passed 
without some degree of debate. 

Marion resident Joe Napoli spoke against the 
change to make the religious holiday a normal school 
day. He said he would not be politically correct saying the 
United States was founded as a Christian /Judeo-based 
country. He also said that years ago when he was on the 
School Committee, the district tried eliminating the Good 
Friday school holiday. 

"And it didn't work well at all. The community 
was up in arms/ 7 said Napoli. 

He claimed it backfired when a significant 
number of students and teachers did not attend school 
that day, sending the substitute teacher budget line item 
into a deficit. 

"Things like this serve to alienate the 
community/ 7 said Napoli. He then turned to Sippican 
School Principal Evelyn Rivet and asked her why the 
students no longer recited the Pledge of Allegiance in the 
morning. She told him that he was mistaken, and that 
students stand every day for the Pledge of Allegiance - a 
tradition that has never changed. 

In other matters, the total debt from 54 delinquent 
school lunch accounts has exceeded the $1,000 mark. A 
draft by-law presented by Food Service Director Caitlin 
Meagher prompted some committee members to question 
whether or not the policy would be detrimental to the 
young Sippican School students. 

"I struggle with this/ 7 said Winters after 
reviewing the draft policy. 

The draft policy imposes a maximum of seven 
lunches allowed charged to a deficient lunch account. 
At that point, if the account remains in arrears, the child 
is offered an alternate peanut butter sandwich or cheese 
sandwich lunch and milk. 

Another part of the draft policy reads, "[Sixth] 
grade students with outstanding balances will not be 
signed out of the Marion School District until the debt has 
been paid. 77 Beside it, in parentheses, it reads, "not sure if 
we can do that. 77 

Winters pointed out that a student is in line and 
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takes a lunch before reaching the register; hence, that 
child would not be aware of the account debt until he / she 
reached the register. She was concerned that lunch would 
be taken from a student's hands and switched for the 
alternate lunch. 

"That will not happen/ 7 said Chairman Scott, 
acknowledging that there are some logistical issues with 
the draft policy that need to be reviewed. "But we need to 
do something." 

Sippican School has the highest lunch account 
debt of the three towns and has been the most challenging 
for administration to address. 

"It's just that we have some families who are 
taking it to the extreme," said White. He said Marion 
needs a policy with "more teeth to it." 

"I really don't want us to be in the collection 
business. It's not who we are," said Winters. "I struggle 
with this aspect of it." 

School Council Representative Lynne Parks Kuhl 
opposed the draft policy, saying, "In this economy, we 
really don't want to differentiate children." She advocated 
finding a way for the community to donate to bring the 
lunch account debt down. She did not approve of the 
alternate lunch. 

"I can't imagine a child getting half a lunch," said 
Kuhl, noting that it would be stigmatizing. She said the 
district had to somehow determine which accounts are 
owed by people in need and those which are owed by 
people who are just not paying the bill. 

"I know this is a community affair, and we want 
to do what's best for our students," said White. Principal 
Rivet asked the committee if the Principal's Account 
could pay down the accounts. White said the funds could 
be spent however Rivet sees fit. 

Also at the meeting, Assistant Superintendent 
Dr. Elise Frangos reported that the SAT exam is being 
reconfigured, and "bizarre words" such as 'ubiquitous' 
and 'ostentatious' would be replaced with more common, 
useful words like 'synthesize.' 

"It will no longer be about 'tricks' and 'jumping 
through hoops,'" said Frangos. 

Frangos also gave a presentation on the new 
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District Determined Measure, a new statewide policy 
requiring teachers of all subjects to gauge student 
learning and progress through two different modes of 
assessment. 

Frangos gave the committee sample DDMs from 
other districts and went over the benefits of using DDMs. 

"They're good assessments/ 7 said Frangos. "They 
really are an indicator and give us epiphanies . . . and 
insight [into students 7 learning]. 77 

Also during the meeting, the committee discussed 
and debated with Kuhl the current reading curriculum 
and the differing opinions between the committee and the 
council that a new curriculum should be purchased. 

Kuhl said the council prefers that the money go

Tabor students and three faculty members headed to 
the Dominican Republic to work with the Mariposa 
Foundation, whose mission is to inspire young girls and 
end poverty. Led by Anny Candelario, a Tabor faculty 
member and alum ('97), the students raised money 
throughout the year for their travel, excited to have an 
opportunity to help less fortunate people. 

Although this trip was only seven days long, 
it consisted of a variety of service activities including 
teaching sports and health education as well as youth 
leadership skills to the young girls. Tabor students also 
helped with on-site construction, which included building 
a storage house and plastering a 3-foot by 90-foot concrete 
wall that functions as a base for a bamboo fence that 
would provide security and privacy to the foundation.

The Grand Budapest Hotel. Starring Ralph Fiennes 
and F. Murray Abraham. Directed by Wes Anderson. 
Running time: 99 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

In The Grand Budapest Hotel, director Wes 
Anderson makes no pretense whatsoever to reality. 
Anderson's films, of course, have all been fanciful and 
fantastic, but this one ensconces itself in a fictional 
European country whose characters all speak in different 
accents, the natural accents of the actors playing them. 
When Edward Norton turns up as a fascist military 
inspector named Henckels, he doesn't bother sounding 
like a fascist military inspector named Henckels; he just 
sounds American, and Ralph Fiennes, as a hotel concierge 
known as M. Gustave H., uses his native English tones. 
This prepares us to view The Grand Budapest Hotel as a 
fable told via actors playing dress-up. It's consciously 
artificial in a way that Anderson's films haven't been 
before, and that's really saying something. 

The key to the movie, for me, is its elaborate 
matryoshka structure. The story is told to us by The Author 
(Tom Wilkinson as an older man, Jude Law as his younger 
self), who talks about the time he was told a story by the 
elderly Zero Mustafa (F. Murray Abraham) about the 
time he, as a young man (Tony Revolori), worked as a 
lobby boy in the Grand Budapest Hotel for Gustave. The 
Author tells this story in a book called The Grand Budapest 
Hotel, read in the present day by a girl standing before 
a monument of The Author. We are seeing all this in a 
movie called The Grand Budapest Hotel, making us the 
audience to a reader to an author listening to a storyteller. 
What's more, Anderson evokes each era by using a 
different aspect ratio — in 1968 the frame is enormously 
wide, in 1932 it's a demure square. 

The events surrounding the story — Nazism 
encroaching like a bloodstain on a map — suggest that 
Anderson is boxing off the historical nightmare the way 
his compartmentalized, symmetrical compositions box off 
everything else. Just outside the colorful wackiness in the 
frame, shadows lie. The plot itself, sectioned off by all the 





I narrative scaffolding, is almost 
! inconsequential: a rich matron 
' of the hotel (Tilda Swinton) 
I has been murdered, leaving a 
priceless painting to Gustave 
in her will, and the police 
nab Gustave for the crime. To 
I paraphrase Roger Ebert, the 
movie isn't about this plot; it's 
about how we use stories to keep thorny emotions in 
manageable spaces. People die, and the deaths aren't felt, 
at least not in the story as it is told. A major character's 
great love dies offscreen, her fate covered by a couple of 
lines of narration. The Grand Budapest Hotel is not a callous 
work, but it's about packing painful experience in storage. 

On the most basic level, the movie is visually 
sumptuous, with Anderson's fizzy deadpan comedy 
ladled over the immaculate design. The elegance 
of the look and sound is broken every so often by 
salty language, glimpses of surreptitious sex, even 
some bloodshed, all of which are relatively scarce in 
Andersonworld. When the jailed Gustave takes a sip of 
water and sets the glass down, we see a little cloud of 
red swirling in it. That's about all the reality of prison 
brutality that Anderson wants to, or needs to, show us. 
Yet severed body parts and a breathless chase between 
a skier and a sled are also on the menu. There may be 
several floors of story here, but the overstory is a movie 
— the movie is the hotel itself, a story for each room. So 
Anderson gives us movie-ish thrills and a mystery of the 
sort we've seen umpteen times. 

Of all the divertissements, I think what I enjoyed 
most was the implication that every great hotel back in 
the glory days of hotels was distinct only in design. A 
passage titled "The Society of the Crossed Keys" gives 
us a montage of concierges responding identically to a 
crisis, saying "Take over" to their right-hand men no 
matter what they're doing. For all the moneyed prestige 
and pride of their architecture, functionally they might 
as well all be in the same motel franchise. This, of course, 
is never true of Wes Anderson's films, which always 
manage to be utterly unlike anything else surrounding 
them in adjoining theaters. As for this one, it's almost as 
if Anderson is addressing the detractors of his hermetic- 
dollhouse style and saying that wildness and weirdness 
are possible inside the dollhouse, and darkness outside.

1:00pm 

(Note: the above information is strictly required by the G.L.C.40A, S5) 
Proposed revisions: 

3.3 PARKING 

3.3.1 DEFINITION: 

A "parking space" is an open or enclosed space of at least eight (8) feet wide by eighteen (18) feet long exclusive of drives and maneuvering space, 
located on the lot it serves and with direct access either to a street or to a driveway leading to a street, unless otherwise defined in this section. 

3.3.2 GENERAL PARKING LOADING REGULATIONS: 

In all districts where the use is allowed, off street parking shall be provided as follows: 

Retail sales outlets 1 Space for each 200 feet of gross floor area 

Restaurants or clubs 1 Space for every two (2) seats, or 1 space for each 25 square feet of public floor area, whichever is greater. 
Theatres, Churches or 

Places of Public Assembly 1 space for every four (4) seats or 50 square feet of gross floor area, whichever is greater. 

Professional Office/Banks 1 space for each 200 square feet of floor area 

Hotels, Motels or Inns 1 space for each sleeping room, plus 

1 space for every two (2) employees 

Barber shop/Beauty Parlor 3 spaces for each operator 

Health Spas 1 space for each 50 feet of gross floor area 

Bowling Alley/Tennis Courts 4 spaces for each Court 

Funeral Homes 1 space for each 100 square feet or gross floor area. 

BOATYARD/ MARINA 1 space for every 5000 square feet of indoor and outdoor area devoted to display, sales service and storage and 1 

space for every two boat slips. 

HOME OCCUPATION 1 Space per room used for office, plus 1 space per non-resident employee ( in addition to residential requirement) 

Reduction of Parking Requirement by Special Permit, Notwithstanding the provisions contained in section 3.3, the Mattapoisett Planning Board, may by 
Special Permit, reduce the number of parking spaces required of non-residential uses upon determination that the intended use of the premises can be ad- 
equately served by fewer spaces. The Planning Board may consider on street parking available near the premises as a factor in marking this determination 

In parking areas with more than Five (5) spaces, individual spaces shall be delineated by painted lines, wheel stops or other means if identification. 

3.3.3 RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS 

3.3.3.1 All new construction shall provide 1 space for each bedroom, plus one guest space. This section may be waived by Planning Board for any Special 
residential subdivision. 

3.3.3.2 No lot shall have more than one (1) unregistered motor vehicle, un-garaged at any time, unless authorized by a Special Permit, from the Special 
Permit Granting Authority, pursuant to Section 7.2.2 of this Zoning Bylaw. 

No unregistered motor vehicle or unsightly car or truck may be stored in Front Yard, which shall mean a plane across the front of the dwelling 

between said plane and the street line. 

(This section shall not apply to Rural Residential Zones) 

3.3.3.2.1 Rural Residential 

No lot shall have more than four (4) unregistered motor vehicle, un-garaged at any time, unless authorized by a Special Permit, from the Special 
Permit Granting Authority, pursuant to Section 7.2.2 of this Zoning Bylaw. 

No unregistered motor vehicle or unsightly car or truck may be stored in Front Yard, which shall mean a plane across the front of the dwelling 
between said plane and the street line. All vehicles shall be screened from view from roadway. 

3.3.3.3 No trailer trucks, or units thereof, construction equipment, buses and vehicles of more than one ton shall be parked between the rear plane of the 
principal structure on the lot, and the street line, unless completely screened from view; this section shall not apply to boats, boat trailers, loaded or 
unloaded or recreational vehicles. 

3.3.4 BUSINESS DISTRICTS (including Village Business District): 

3.3.4.1 Parking facilities off the street right-of-way shall be provided on the same lot as the building for each use within the district. All off street parking 
shall be designed to prevent the necessity of any vehicle having to back onto the street right-of-way. 

3.3.4.2 There shall be no parking within five (5) feet of the layout line of a street, way or right-of-way from which an entrance or exit is provided to or from 
a business property. There shall be no planting or placing of any objects or structures within the above area which will obstruct the view of vehicles 
entering or exiting the business property. 

3.3.4.3 Each off street parking space shall be served by a two-way maneuvering lane at least twenty-four (24) feet wide, except that if the parking spaces 
are angled at sixty (60) degrees or less, a one way maneuvering lane may be used with a minimum width of twenty-two (22) feet. Driveways serving 
parking areas shall have a minimum width of twelve (12) feet per travel lane. 

3.3 .4 .4 LOADING: The number of spaces for each proposed use shall be determined by the Inspector of Buildings based on chart contained in 3.3.2 

3.3.4.5 Any parking area serving more than five (5) vehicles must provide the following sized parking spaces in a fifty -fifty combination over the initial five 
spaces. Fifty (50%)at eight (8) feet wide by eighteen (18) feet long and Fifty (50%) percent at ten (10) feet wide by Twenty (20) feet Long. Said Sec- 
tion may be waived or modified by Planning Board during Site Plan Review. 

3.3.4.6 Setback: All parking areas must be set back from property lines by five (5) feet. 

3.3.4.7 Screening: All parking areas must be screened from abutting Residential Zones with either man made or natural screening which is not of decidu- 
ous in character. 

3.3.5 Industrial Districts/Uses 
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3.3.5.1 Loading: One (1) parking space shall be provided for each two employees and five (5) additional spaces for each industrial unit. 

3.3.5.2 No parking shall be permitted thirty-five (35) feet of any street or way or within five (5) feet of any rear or sideline. Entrances/Exits There shall be 
no planting or placing of any objects or structures within the above area which will obstruct the view of vehicles entering or exiting the business 
property. (This Section may be waived or modified by the Planning Board during Site Plan review) 

3.3.5.3 Parking located in the front of any building shall be limited to customers, visitors and lor employees. This bylaw shall not permit any shipping, 
receiving or storage of any materials in the parking/ driveway area in the front plane of any building. 

3.3.5.4 Parking facilities off the street right-of-way shall be provided on the same lot as the building for each use within the district. All off street parking 
shall be designed to prevent the necessity of any vehicle having to back onto the street right-of-way. 

3.3.5.5 Each off street parking space shall be served by a two-way maneuvering lane at least twenty-four (24) feet wide, except that if the parking spaces 
are angled at sixty (60) degrees or less, a one way maneuvering lane may be used with a minimum width of twenty-two (22) feet. Driveways serving 
parking areas shall have a minimum width of twelve (12) feet per travel lane. 

3.3.5.6 Screening: All parking areas must be screened from abutting Residential Zones with either man made or natural screening which is not of decidu- 
ous in character. 

SECTION 3.4 SCREENING 

INTENT AND PURPOSE 

Screening provides a means of concealing excessive equipment. Equipment may be defined as automobiles, boats, materials, tools, and any other non-ga- 
raged items being stored. Screenings will be provided by business to residential. 

Screening is used to provide protection to abutters from such nuisances as noise, fumes, headlight glare, dust and increased water runoff from land and/ 'or 
impervious surfaces. 

Storage and loading areas shall be screened from view by a tight fence and/or dense plantings which will be well maintained. The screenings will not com- 
promise pedestrian and/ or traffic safety. 

3.4.1 The above provisions shall not prevent the display of goods, where sales are permitted under this By-Law, at the front or sides of the principal build- 
ing. 

3.5 Signs. 

3.5.1 Intent and Purpose 

Signs perform important functions that are essential for public safety and general welfare, including communicating messages, providing information about 
goods and services, and orienting and directing people. It is further recognized that because of potential detrimental impacts, signs must be regu- 
lated to: 

a) Prevent hazards to vehicular and pedestrian traffic safety by controlling the number, location, and placement of signs; 

b) Provide easy recognition and legibility of permitted signs and promote visual order without distracting elements; 

c) Complement the historic and scenic character of the Town of Mattapoisett; and 

d) Support business and community vitality through informing the public of available goods, services, and activities. 

3.5.2 Application and Procedure 

Application for a sign permit shall be made to the Inspector of Buildings 

3.5.3 Signs in All Districts 

3.5.3.1 One Identifying sign may be placed on a wall facing a street. All free standing Identifying signs All signs shall be set back at least 8 feet be erected 
so as not to be in conflict with the last sentence of section 3.3.4.3 obstruct the view of vehicles entering or leaving the property. 

3.5.3.2 In all districts no exterior, or interior signs with an exterior effect, of the neon, flashing, moving, portable or mobile type are permitted. This section 
shall not prohibit signs relating to construction or improvements to the premises provided said signs are removed immediately upon completion of the 
work. Internal illumination of signs is not permitted. The illumination shall be derived from not more than one (1) 60 watt incandescent bulb or 
equivalent per side, suitably concealed by a reflecting shield to direct the illumination primarily on the sign surface. 

3.5.3.3 Directional signs necessary to give clear direction to a parking lot or building entrance on the premises are permitted. Such signs shall not exceed 
three (3) feet in any dimension nor more than four (4) feet high on a pole or pylon unless placed on a permitted wall or building. The location of 
directional signs shall he determined during the Site Plan Review process. 

3.5.3.4 Roof signs of any type, in any district, are prohibited. A sign or symbol attached to a building shall not project above the building wall to which it 

is attached, and shall not obscure any part of the roof of the building. 

3.5.3.5 One (1) sign for temporary use at the site of real estate development or a construction site of not more than forty-eight (48) square feet per side shall 
be permitted. Such sign shall be removed on completion of the development. 

3.5.4 In all districts the Planning Board Board of Selectmen may grant a Special Permit for the erection of any off premises sign for advertising. 

3.5.5 In Residential Districts 

3.5.5.1 One (1) sign of not more than three (3) square feet of surface per side pertaining to a permitted accessory use shall be permitted. 

3.5.5.2 One (1) sign of not more than four (4) square feet of surface per side, pertaining only to lease or sale of the premises shall be permitted. 

3.5.5.3 Two identification signs are permitted on each building for places of worship and institutions, one not exceeding twenty (20) square feet in area 
and one not exceeding ten (10) square feet in area. 

3.5.5.4 Roof signs are prohibited in Residential Districts 

3.5.6 In Business Districts 

3.5.6.1 Sign Area 

A business may have sign area not to exceed forty eight (48) square feet placed on the building wall Free standing signs shall not exceed forty eight (48) 
square feet. For a building with multiple businesses, a business directory shall not exceed forty eight (48) square feet. Any sign proposal that 
exceeds the permitted maximum shall require a Special Permit from the Planning Board. For wall signs five (5) percent of the building facade 
shall determine maximum permitted sign area. The dimensions used in calculating this percentage shall be the horizontal measure of the front- 
age of the business and the vertical measure not exceeding the top of the second story of a building. 

3.5.6.2 Pole signs shall not exceed twenty (20) feet above ground level.
